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THE TENTH CENSUS. 


Air. S. S. Cox, of New Yoni, Las intro­ 
duced a bill in the House of Representa­ 
tives which provides for taking the tenth 
census of the United States. Judging from 
an outline ot the bill sent by telegraph, its 
provisions are quite important, an I seem 
to be an improvement over that under 
which the ninth census was taken. While 
the last census is an admirable compilation 
Of facts and figures, and exceedingly valu­ 
able, there is no doubt room for advanta­ 
geous changes; and if the provisions 
should be carried out, will make the census 
of 1SS0 still more useful. It is remarkable 
to survey the 
progress this country 
has made in the matter of taking the sen- 
sus since the first was taken under the Con­ 
stitution nearly ninety years ago. 
What 
we now call the '‘census” is the result of a J 
uniform and steady development. In 1790, 
when the first enumeration was had, the 
schedule comprehended six inquiries only 
—(I) names of the heads of lambies ; (2) 
tree white males of sixteen years and up­ 
wards, including heads of families ; (3) 
free white males under sixteen years ; (4) 
free white females, including heads ct 
families ; (5) all other tree persons ; and 
(C) slaves. 
Under the census of 1870, 
there were six schedules, comprehending 
over one hundred 
inquiries. Now let 
US look at the cost of taking the various 
censuses and other important facts connect­ 
ed therewith, which will present a striking 
Illustration of the vast growth of our coun­ 
try. 
I d 1790, the entire census report was 
printed in a pamphlet of 52 pages, was 
published in 1792, and the entire cost of 
the enumeration was $44,377.18 I 


In 1800, the census report was published 
in a folio form, containing 78 pages, was 
published in 1801, and cost $00,009.04. 
In 1801, the third census filled two folio 
Volumes. 
By ibis time, an advance step

It 
cot 
only 
cortained 
an 
enumeration 
of the inhabitants, but it also had tables 
showing the several brauches of American 
manufacturers In every county then in the 
United States, so far as they were rep Tri­ 
ed to the Marshals. This census cost $173,- 
444.67. 
In 1820, the census filled two folio vol­ 
umes, the whole number of pages being 
only 204. Tee statistics were not very dif­ 
ferent from those given in 1810. The fourth, 
census of 1820, cost $2US 525 99. 


In 1830, the census was poorly taken 
And very badly printed. 
The whole mat­ 
ter covered only 103 pages, while the en­ 
tire cost was $378,543 13.

Statistics. The census filled four respecta­ 
ble folio volume, one volume being a “cen­ 
sus of pensioners of Revolutionary and 
military service, with their names, ages, 


Aud places of residence. 
The sixth census 
cost $833,370 95. 
lo 1850 another advance was made. Be­ 
side an enumeration of the people and sta­ 
tistics pertaining to manufacturers, it also 
Added mortality statistics. 
The entire 
census filled I jar folio volumes, and c J6t 
$1,329,327 53. 
In 1800, the eighth census filled fuur 
volatile*, and lor the fire! time agriculture 
was made a subject of report. The cost of 
thisceofcus was $1,922,272 42. 


The census of 1S70 was by far more 
complete and exhaustive than any previous 
Census. The first volume contained sta­ 
tistics of the i) p J.ut ion cf the United 
States, embracing the tables cl race, na­ 
tionality, si x, selected ages, aud occupa­ 
tions, to which was added the statistics ot 
school attendance and illiteracy, of schools, 
libraries, 
newspapers, 
and periodicals* 
Churches, pauperism and crime, and of 
Areas, families and dwellings. The second 
volume gave vital statistics of the United 
States, embracing the tables of deaths, 
births, sex, aud age, to which w*re added 
the statistics ut the blind, the deaf aud 
dumb, the insane and the 
idiotic. 
The 
third 
vol unto 
treated 
ct 
the 
wealth 
and 
industry 
of 
the 
United States, tmh. acing the tables of tax* 
Ation, wealth, public indebtedness, agricul­ 
ture, manulactures, mining, aod the fish­ 
eries. 
Up lo this time there never had 
been punished in this country bocks which 
contained so much \ i liable aud important 
Statistical informAti a pertaining to the 
United states. The eutire cost of the ninth 
census was $3,330,511.41. 
Tne bill which Mr. Cox has introduced, 
seeks to materially change the law under 
Which the census of 1850, 1860, and 1870, 
were taken. 
Theu the 
United {States 
Marshals were authorized to take the 
census, under 
instructions from 
the 
Department 
of 
the 
Interior. 
The 
new bdl provides that supervisors shall be 
nominated by the Governors of the several 
States,and reported to the Secretary of the 
Interior, and these names so designated by 
Mhe Governor shall be the supervisors of 
the census. It is thought by this method 
of taking the census, a greater amount ot 
valuable and more reliable information can 
be procured, as it is pr >b*b y the Gov­ 
ernors will nominate persons who are 
f adapted for the work. Another important 
change sought by Ibis bill, is to take the 
every five years instead of ten as 
BO#, aud bhall ne left very much to the 
control 
ot 
the 
Stales, each 
State 
paying 
half 
of 
the 
expense 
Of 
taking the census within its own borders. 
The suggestion to take the census every 
fiveuycars, will probably receive borne op­ 
position, but the idea is a good one, and 
that provision oi the bill should be adopt, 
ed. It should also provide for the statistics 
regarding the price of various commodities, 
and also that of all kinds of labor. These 
important and valuable facta have hereto­ 
fore been omitted in previous census re­ 
porta. 
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The Milwaukee Sunday Telegraph pub- j 
lishes the following beautiful little story: i 
“ Two men were neighbors in Wisconsin for ' 
a long term of years. Fortune smiled up. { 
on one of them throughout his life, but the j 
other went under a financial cloud. He j 
mortgaged his home and farm, aod the for­ 
tunate neighbor bought tho mortgage, j 
Both had become old men. The debt of 
the one only grew larger and larger, and 
the heart of the old man.grew heavier and 
heavier. A month ago the icy hand of the 
sleepless watcher was placed upon the 
shoulder of the fortunate man, and be 
crossed the great river, down whose banks 
countless thousands rush headlong every 
year. In due time his will was opened and 
read. The less fortunate neighbor was 
willed the large mortgage on his farm, 
freeing him from debt.”

THE INDIANS. 


The 
Cheyenne* Engage the Third 
Cavalry at Fort Robinson. 


F o r t Ivobinsjn, Neb. January 12—Fifty 
Cheyenne savages are still at large, having 
escaped from their stronghold among the 
bluffs last night, where the troops had cor­ 
aled them. Their trail was followed this 
morning, going northwest. The advance 
guard of the troops were fired upan by a 
party of savages at noon to-day, who were, 
doubtless covering the retreat ot (he maiu 
band, killiug Corporal Ore, ot Company A, 
Third Cavalry. The other members of the 
guard, seeing their leader tailing 
dead 
trom his horse, shot through the heart, 
charged on the Italians who were conceal­ 
e d in a rifle-pit, D ear the lop ot a ridge. In 
the charge the guard killed one 
Indian, 
and wounded another, but the remaining 
Indians e s c a p e d th r o u g h the heavy timber. 
/ii 4. o ’c lo c k this evening the troops had 
got up with the savages, who surprised 
the troops, firing a volley luto their midst, 
wounded Private Hunter, ot Company C, 
Third Cavalry, in the right shoulder. The 
savages were intrenched in the bed of a 
small stream. The troops kept up a con­ 
tinuous fire rn the direction where the 
sayagts are supposed to be until dark, 
when firing was discontinued until morn­ 
ing. 
Two more companies of the Third Cav­ 
alry, commanded by Major Vroom, left 
here at dark this evening tor the scene of 
hostilities.

PuiLADELuniA, Jan. 12.—The report of 
the condition ot the American Iron trade 
for the past year has just been completed. 
It states that the production ot pig iron in 
the United States in 1878 was 2,314,585 
tons, ani in 1877 
wa9 2,382,000 tons. 
Pennsylvania shows an increase of over 
100,000 tons, while Ohio shows a decrease 
of over 30,0,0 tons. In 1878 Pennsylvania 
made more than 50 per cent ot the 
total production of pig iron in the United 
States.

The following paragraph is from one of 
Ben. Berley Poore’s letters to the Boston 
Journal: 
“I have been asked who, among the Con­ 
gressmen of the past half-century, was the 
greatest orator, and I reply, without hesi­ 
tation, Sargent S. Prentiss. Born and edu­ 
cated in Maine, he went to Mississippi, 
where he was for two years a tutor m a 
private family, and then—by ability and 
personal courage—bounded from obscurity 
to renown, from the very foot to the top­ 
most round of the ladder of Fame. In due 
time he was sent to the House of Represen­ 
tatives from Mississippi^ aud his election 
was contested, causing a long and exciting 
debate rn the winter of 183$, in which he 
was the leader and challenger. He was 
not a man of imposing personal appear­ 
ance, and a duel wound made him stand 
ungracefully and limp as he walked, but 
betore political gatherings or on the door 
of the House of Representatives I have 
never heard hi* equal as an orator. 
His 
intellectual endowments presented a rare 
example, in which great logical powers and 
the most yivnf imagination were happily 
blended. 
While he frequently sougnt to 
amuse, he rarely failed at the same time to 
instruct aa audience. His brilliant wit, his 
keen sarcasm, and the rapidity with which 
he illustrated his points by a rapid succes­ 
sion of brilliant metaphors, made him 
formidable as 'an antagonist and wonder­ 
fully attractive to all who heard him. Un­ 
fortunately, his convival habits undermined 
his health, and he died in his 43d year.'*

Punishing Prisoners with Electricity. 
Some philosophers contend that electric­ 
ity is life, the cause of all things. 
Every 
month or two we aee that it is applied in 
some new way as & helper of mankind. 
Recently it ha? been used as a punishment 
in the Ohio penitentiary, at Columbus, and 
the method is thus described: The appar­ 
atus is in a box ten inches long, three high 
and three wide, and contains an electro­ 
m agnet The prisoner Is taken to the 
ducking'box formerly used in the lnsaue 
department; is stripped and blindfolded 
before coming rn sight of the water-box, 
then led around a corner of the interior 
cell building and put in the box hand­ 
cuffed, though ne4 shackled at the led. 
He sits down—the room is warm—in three 
Inches of water, in which one pole of the 
battery is placed, a sponge being fastened 
to the other pole. While a crank attached 
to the apparatus is turned, the bare flesh of 
the prisoner is touched with the sponge, 
and being blindfolded he has no idea when 
or where he is to be touched, and cooser 
quently is not nerved against it.

acream, though It does not hurt him, and 
has proved so effective as to reduce, it is 
said, visitors to the room 45 per cent. The 
dungeons m the prison have been dimin­ 
ished to Ave, about one convict a week 
being sent there. Electricity has been 
substituted for the ducking-tub and the 
report that prisoners exposed to it suffer 
snore than tty ducking is authoritatively 
denied. Physicians say that its application 
is often beneficial physically.

Female Freemasons. 
From the New York Times 3i. 
Some of the Atlantic coast members ut 
what is perhaps the largest 
anil most 
powerful secret society in existence are 
discussing the old question whether or not 
a woman was ever made a Mason. 
There 
does seems not to be a great difference of 
opinion on the subject, fur only those who 
are best acquainted with Masonic lore 
dare » speak at all knowingly concerning 
a mystery which very few have ever been 
able to explain. 
It seems to be very gen­ 
erally assumed that by ^ p o ssib ility could 
such an event ever; have taken place. 
While it is only fair to admit tnat mem­ 
bers of the Masonic fraternity should know 
more about those ^matters than any one 
else, in this one instance, at least, most c f 
them are certainly ignorant of the real 
facts of the case. 
Once, and once only, is 
it recorded that one from m e outer world 
penetrated unbidden, unprepared an un- 
-b*trved in o the teu pie where the cra lu - 
men were al labor, and on that occasion 
the intrude! was a .woman. 
Toward the 
middle of the eighteenth century, Irish 
Lodge No. 44, held meetings at Doneraile 
ii*'Use, Arthur, second Lord Doneraile, 
being 
the 
Worshipful 
Master. 
His sister, 
Hon. 
Elizabeth 
St. 
Leger, who afterward married Mr. 
Aid- 
worth, of Newm arket, rn the county Cork, 
determined, on a certain occasion, to dis­ 
cover what Freemasonry really was. 
A c 
cording to one account, says the Masonic 
Cyclopedia, “she concealed herself in a 
d o c k and, according to another, “she 
saw the proceedings ot the lodge through 
a crevice in the wall.” That she was made 
a Freemason is undoubted ; though when 
co made does not quite clearly appear, nor 
are we informed as to which degree she 
was advanced to. 
However, there is no 
denying that Mrs. Aldworth alone of her 
st x, during modern times, gained certain 
of the mystic signs, symbols, grips and 
passwords, and witnessed the imposing 
and instructive ceremonies which we have 
reason to suppose are published within the 
lodge room. 
lo the earlier days of Masonry, as shown 
by some ancient manuscripts, there were 
“Dame Masons.” 
The “Apprentice” is 
charged in one manuscript that he “shall 
not steal or pick away his master's or 
dame’s goods," and in another manuscript 
that 
“i e 
’ 
shall 
not 
disclose 
his master's or damta counsel or secrets,” 
whence it 
may be inferred that at one 
time the widows o f Maut) os were perm it­ 
ted to carry on work under the guild, and 
iu that case the apprentice would serve out 
his time. 
“It may be,” adds the editor of 
work on Masonic history to which w e are 
indebted for this information, “that this 
rule was even enlarged so as to admit the 
widows and daughters of Masons,” a sup­ 
position which may well suggest m isgiv­ 
ings about the secrets Imparted to 
those 
who knew anything about the 
order. 
Form erly, both in France and Germany, 
tihere existed—and now exists in the U nit­ 
ed States—system s by which women could 
be made acquainted with certain signs and 
mysteries, tnus enabling them to make 
them selves known to members of the craft. 
In our own country and adoptive rite— 
the term adoptive seems to be a Masonic 
equivalent tor female—was instituted in 
1855, consisting of fiye degrees; Jeptba’s 
Daughter, or the daughter’s degree, Ruth, 
or 
the 
widow’s 
degree; 
Esther, 
or 
the 
wife’s 
degree; 
Martha, 
or 
the sister's degree, and Electa, or the C n s- 
tian martyr’s degree, the whole assemblage 
being called the Eastern Star. 
N ow , this 
body is not Freemasonry, never kcan be 
Freemasonry, and is not, of c >urse, recog­ 
nized bv Masons in good standing. 
N ev ­ 
ertheless, it embraces only the wives, wid­ 
ows, mothers, daughters and sisters of Mas­ 
ter Masons, and all the male persons who 
are .members of this adoptive rite m ud 
necessarily be Masons. 
The origin and 
progress of this rite is not even familiar to 
most Masons. 
It was first brought out in 
1850, and the degree was first conferred in 
this city in April, 1853 ; but the order 
in its present form was not introduced 
until in October, 18C8, when the system 
of ceremonies for opening, closing, and 
iniUfttipg candidates 
was 
exemplified

Wives were giving 
less attention to dress, and more attention 
to educating themselves and their children, 
and using money for legitimate and useful 
purposes instead of squandering it for show 
and high living. 
Notwithstanding the 
hard times the nation had begun on anew 
era as regards manufacturing. We are now 
sending goods to Europe in great quanti­ 
ties. England complains that we are takiog 
the bread out of the mouths ot lier laboring 
classes. The American beef is crowding 
out the famous English roast. Beer is 
being sent from here to Germany. Cotton 
goods from American looms are in great 
demand across the water. In fact the out­ 
look for America's manufactures is very 
hopeful.
